Messrs. J. A. llolliday & 8011, proprietors s

The entrance was effected through a door 1
in the cast side ol' the office. Tim marks "

of a "jimmy" are plainly visible on the 8

door and its frame, and the force required
to burst It open, may be judged Irom the ,
lact that the strong iron catch of the bolt
was literally broken in pieces. Two holes
woro drilled through the iron shell ot the j
safe door and some explosivo agent (not j
powder) was used by the robbers. The
inner shell and the plaster with which it
is filled, wero fouud entire, several feet
from where the safe stood, whilo the
outer iron covering, to which the hinges
are attached, was swung back as far as
tho Iramc work of Uie sale would permit.
The separation of the two parts ol the
door w. a neatly done.no ragged, lorn
shreds ot Iron,.the plaster filling being
unbroken. The door ot tho iron box insidewas forced open w'itha"Jlmmy," and
about $30 in money and a silver watcli
worth $00 wero taken. Promissory notes
and other valuable wipers wero found
scattered promiscuously over the floor.
Tho explosion was heard about 3

o'clock by persons in tho vicinity, but no

particular attention was paid to it. Near
12 o'clock, Tuesday night, three men were
seen coming out of a door in tlio toeond
story of tlio mill, and It is supposed these
parties wero then making a survey of tlio
premises. No due has been discovered
as to their iudentity or whereabouts.

MARKJTWAIN.
The Ureal IIumoriM'i Lectors at
Washington Hall tail Evening.

A Large and Well Pleaned Audionce.

Samuel I* Clement, whose literary
name is " Mark Twain," delivered bis
Lecture An "Houghing It" in Nevada, last
evening at Wellington Ilall. The hall
was crowded with tho moet intelligent
and renuedpeople of tho city, who had a
high apjirociution of tho lecture, il wo
mayjudgu from Uio almost continuous
laughter and applause that greeted it.

Mr. Clcmcna came upon tho stage withoutattendance, and introdnccd himscll in
a manner as onco droll and novel. Ho
always docs this lor reasons which ho
gives his audiences. In personal appearancehe very much resembles the pictures
that nro meant to represent him in his
great book, " Innocents Abroad," exceptthat ho don't wear tho chock
trowsers on tho lccturc stand that ho
woro In tho holy land. He is a youngishlooking man of somewhere about
thirty-live, not handsomo, but having a

bright and intelligent look, and eyes
with a merry twinklo that put him at
ouce en rapport with an audience, and that
have a fashion of snapping just as he
comes to the crisis of the joke. He was
dressed very neatly in a black suit, tho
upper garment being black frock coat,
closely buttoned. He is clean shaven
cxceptaheavy dark mouatachc; and his
manner of wearing his bair, which is
nbundaut, shows that ho is his own tonBorlalartist His style of oratory Is not
unlike that of Artemus Ward. He has
the same dry, hesitating, stammering
manner, and his face, aside from the merry
light in his eyes, is as grave as tho visage
of an undertaker when screwing down
tho coflin lid. llo appears to labor under
lome embarrassment in not knowing just
bow to dispose of his arms and hands, but
this only heightens the drollery oi his
manner, and may bo merely a "stage
trick." If wo remember aright Artemus
Ward labored tinder a like difficulty, real
»r assumed.
Mark prefaced bis lecturo with the followingremarks:
Ij*diks and Genti.rmkn : l!y request

of the Chairman of the committee, who
has been very busy, and is very tired, I
suppose, 1 ask leave to introduce to you
the lecturer of the evening, Mr. Clemens,otherwise Mark Twain, a gentleman
whose gruat learning, whose historical accuracy,whose devotion to science, and
whose veneration for the truth [laughter]
are only equalled by his moral character
luiil his majestic presence. [Renewed
laughter.] 1 refer these vague general
terms to myself. [Giggling.] I am a
little opposed to the custom of ceremoniouslyintroducing the lecturer to the
audience, because itseems to mo unnecessarywhere the man has been properlyadvertised [laughter,] and besides it is
very uncomfortable lor the lecturer. lint
where It is tho custom, an introduction
ought to lie made, and I had rather make
it myself in my own case, and then I can
rely on getting in all the facts. | Continuedlaughter, j It is not a si.nplo introiluctionthat 1 mind. 1 don't really care
lor that at all, but it is the complimentsthat sometimes goes with it.that Is what
hurls. It would make any one uncomlortahle.You can limey a young ladyintroduced to a parlor-full of company as
the beat conversationalist, the best model
in every way in her section of the country.Vou might just as well knock her
in the head. She could not gay a word

A man standing near mc.whom Ididn't know.but who turned out to liethe auctioneer's brother, noticed thewistful look in my evo, and observed that

that was a remarkable horse to be goingat such a price, let alone the saddle and
bridle. 1 said I had half a notion to bid.
"Now," ho says, "I know that horse. I
knowbimwoll. 1'on are a stranger, I
take it. You might think he is an Americanhome, but bo is not anything of tho
kind. He is a Mexican plug.that's whatlie Is.a genuine Mexican plug," but there
was something else about that man's wayof saying it, that made me Just determinothat I would own a genuine Mexican
plug.il \t took every cent I had. And 1said, "Has ho any other advantages?" Hehooked his forefinger in the pocket of myarray shirt, and led me to one skle, andnttercd, "Sh ! don't say a word I He canoutlmck any horse in the world" [laughter.]Just then the auctioneer came

along. "Twenty-four, twenty-four dollars,for the bone, saddle, and bridle." I
said "twenty-seven 1" "Soldi" [Laughter.]

I took the genuine Mexican plug, paid
for him, put him In a livery stable, let
him get something to eat, and get rested,
and then In the afternoon I brought him
out In the plaza, and some of the citizen
held him by the bead, and others held
him down to tho earth by the tall, and I
got on him. And as soon as those peoplo
let go [laughter] he put all his feet kr a
bunch together, let his back sag down,
and thenlio arched It up [laughter] suddenly[laughter] and shot me one hufldrcdand eljttiiy yards [great laughter];
and I came down again, straight down,
and lighted in the saddle, and went up
again. And when I came down the next
time I lit on bis neck, and seized him,
and slid back Into the middle again, and
held on. Then ho raised himself straight
up in the air on bis hind feet, and just
stepped around like a member of Congress[convulsive laughter], and then he

firisunors, and making pleasant and lasting
riendships with some of the worst people
